"The conduct demanded of a 


Harried Armenian woman will strike 
ftLiucrlcans as very singular Indeed," 
eaid Antraulg Azhderlun, a youug Ar- 
menian, the author of the book "The 
Turk and the Land of llaig." 
"She 


utters never a word except when alone 
with her husband until after the birth 
Df her first child. Then she is allowed 
lo talk to her child. A little later she 
is permitted to converse with her moth- 
er-in-law, still later her own mother 
may again hear her voice, and before 
a great while she will speak In whis- 
pers to the young girls of her house- 
hold. She must not leaie the house 
during the first year of her married 
life except to attend church. Her dls- 
dplino as a bride terminates after six 
years, but she will never again open 
her lips to a man unless he be her kins- 
man. Young girls are allow ed to have 
a liberty of conduct that is in striking 
contrast. 
They chatter freely and 


cheerfully with whom they please. 


"The Armenian woman (litters rad- 


ically from her Turkish sisters. Nei- 
ther seclusion nor polygamy nor di- 
vorce darkens her present or threatens 
her future. She is not educated with 
her brothers, however, as are American 
pirls. I remember bow puzzled I was 
when I entered an American college 
and saw girls seated among the boys 
in the classroom. 
" 'John,' I said to my neighbor, 'what 


are the girls here for— to make the 
room look pretty V 


"It seemed incredible that any one 


could think a girl capable of learning 
along with her brother. It is consider- 
ed :i disgrace likewise for a man to 
walk publicly with a woman, even 
though she Is his sister. She may en- 
tertain men callers, and, of course, her 
f:ire is nevet; covered, like a Turkish 
woman's, but her mother or .some older 
female relative Is always present They 
attend the same entertainments aud 
rhuroh, but may not wit together The 
women's seats In church are paitl Hon- 
ed off and !!''e Iu the rear 


"While among many (>ld Armenian 


families pn rents contract for the mar- 
riage of their children while they are 
In their infancy, in the majority of 
eases the ><ning people are permitted 
lo make their selections, though al- 
ways with the consent of their pai-euts. 
Mlopemeuts, therefore, aie unknown. 
The marriage tie Is sacred in Armenia, 
und death ean only break It. If a per- 
son has an uncongenial ronipauion. ho 
must endure It with the same kind of 
patience, he would endure :i wire head, 
v.hleh, though he may tiy to cure, he 
will hardly cut off. 


"With Turkl&h women their only end 


In this world is marriage. Accordingly 
girls arc from their infancy rocked to 
sleep by their mothers with lullabies of 
future 
husbands, handsome, e-oura- 


geoux and \\ ealthy. The regular age for 
nmrriagc is from Iti to Jo years, but 
tiuiibiial wealth or physical attraction 
call-, for earlier coutiacts. 
Generally 


speaking, pa routs aie pleased if they 
get a chance of betrothing their daugh 
tei.s at o or i. oi, at any iate, before 
they reach 112 years, for at that age 
women must — so the Mohammed prov- 
erb sajs — either marry or die. A girl 
la readily itmiried it' she is either pret- 
ty or wealthy. If she pobhossps both 
qualities, then she Is a gieut catch and 
will ha\e inuuy suitors. 
About her 


w ealth there can be no doubt, as iu the 
east one's financial status is known to 
every one. The age, too, (an be easily 
ascertained, but the puzzling question 
Is about her good looks. Is she pretty'; 
That must imut be dlsco\eied, ami, as" 
the ioung uian has no means of liudmg 
out tor himself, he must get some wo- 
man to net for him. lie usually resorts, 
to a Jewess, and if her repot t is f.aor- 
able lie theu brings the matter to her 
parents' attention, and her mother, aft- 
er a call on the girl, arranges a party 
ut a public bath.

of letters without the aid of 'a 'square 
or compass may be considered au art 
The two parallel lines simply govern 
the size of the 'letter, and the rest oi 
the work must be measured and pro 
portioned entirely by the eye alone. 


Many who are not experts, and prob- 


ably never w ill be, are compelled to re- 
sort to mechanical methods, which Ii 
always bound to plainly show u stiff 
ness aud a marked contrast from that 
of the free and graceful baud. One of 
the most difficult styles of' lellWtng 
Is the script, which was very popular 
some years ngo. A very few slgus of 
this style are now In existence. The 
general demand is for a much heavier 
and bolder letter. One important rea- 
son is that there are a very few of the 
present generation that can do Justice 
to this Rtyle of work. It requires an 
immense amount of practice, more so 
than any other kind of lettering. There 
Is none of the old masters now liv- 
ing, and their examples of this, the 
most graceful and beautiful of all 
styles, have become a matter of the 
oast—New York Times.

John r. Robinson, the subject of ont 


of James Russell Lowell's "Iloaen Ulg~ 
low'a" satires, was a brilliant law/er 
of the town of Low ell, a scholarly gen- 
tleman and a wit. It Is said of him 
that he bad read Homer's "Iliad" BO 
much that he could recite nearly the 
whole of It from memory. Mr. Robin- 
son was a favorite stump speaker about 
the period of 1840. 
Ke was a Whig 


and had the ambition to represent >uit 
district In congress. 


In 1842 he received the Whig nomi- 


nation for this position. It was n bad 
year for Whig candidates, as the Lib- 
erty party had then begun to present 
nominees against It. A majority was 
at that tim« required to elect, and 
there was no choice at the regular elec- 
tion. The Whig party, always timid, 
feared Mr. Robinson could not be eK-ct- 
ed on further trial and Induced him to 
withdraw from the , contest that it 
might present a candidate more ac- 
ceptable to the antislavery men. This 
was a severe disappointment to Mr. 
Robinson. He became disgusted vith 
the Whigs and bitter toward the anti- 
slavery advocates. 


A few years later, after General Ca- 


leb Cusblng bad been in the Mexican 
war, he was nominated by the Demo- 
crats as their candidate for governor 
of Massachusetts, upon which Mr. Rob- 
inson wrote a letter declaring he should 
leave the Whig party and teupport Gen- 
eral Gushing. This Induced Lowell's 
poem. Governor Briggs was then the 
Whig candidate for governor, and Low- 
ell had two refrains .to his verses. The 
first read: 


So John P. 
Kobinson, he 


Says he shan't vote foi Governor B. 


And the second: 


So John P. 
Robinson, ho 


Bays be thall vote for General C.

The American Indians were great 


bowlers. Alleys of greater length than 
any In use • today were" built • In the 
open fields. Balls hewn out of stone 
were rolled by genuine Indian muscle. 
In fast, there Is scarcely a popular 
kind of game played in this country 
today but that its counterpart can be 
found in the age of the red man. They 
were gamblers, too, even to forfeiting 
the clothes upon their backs, their 
•wives or their liberty. Strange to say, 
tho average school history has abound- 
ed in a description of Hhe Indian In 
nearly every point except in the de- 
tails of the games he played. 


Relics of the Indian bowling alley 


are rare except in a few sections of the 
country, thus showing that the game 
was not a universal one, and of all the 
games which the Jndian played bowl- 
Ing is undbubtedly the most remote. 
The Western 'Reserve of Ohio was one 
of the centers for the Indian bowlers. 
In several parts of Asjitabula county 
some of the older residents have these 
relics preserved, which they.have pick- 
ed up themselves in their early farm- 
ing, usually In the open field. 


The balls used,•> instead of being 


large wooden ones, like those in use 
today, were made of ligbt colored 
stone and ranged in size from an or- 
dinary league ball down to the com- 
mon small toy rubber ball. The al- 
leys were built of wood, carved out to 
make a reasonably smooth surface. 
The game was more to see how far 
one could roll rather than accuracy In 
striking the tenpins at the opposite 
•end of the alley. The alleys were 
built so long that, it is alleged, It was 
a hard matter to roll one of these stone 
balls so that it would reach the end. 
The Indians, too, kept a score, and, 
like in nil other games, they gambled. 


The Indians were Inveterate ball 


players and excellent "rooters." Theli 
game lasted usually from 0 o'clock Iu 
the morning till sundown. It was par

tieipated ia by from 600 to 3,000 
men, divided Into two sides, and the 
Ramos were witnessed by from 3,OOC 
to 5,000 men, women and children, 
nvbo formed an immense ring around 
the entire field. The enthusiastic In 
dlan yells were not altogether unlike 
the uolt.es of the modern hall park. 
There was scarcely an intermission ol 
five minutes during the entire day. 


The game, however, resembled our 


football rather than baseball. When 
the ball was in the air, there were 
kicks and struggles, maimed limbs and 
bruised bodies. A prescribed line di- 
vided the "rooters" of the two sides, 
and across this line the gambling took 
place. Old men were selected as urn 
plres. Women on botli sides brought 
the crude household goods of the fam 
llytto the ball park to be staked on the 
game. Stakeholders guarded the goods 
The scene resembled two 
distinct 


camps, although there was not neces- 
sarily more than one tribe engaged 
in the game. 


There was a feature of the Indian 


game which will be new to the ball 
players of the present day. 
Several 


medicine men among the Choc-taws sat 
all night on the spot where the hall 
•was to be started next day and smoked 
to the Great Spirit who was to witness 
the game. The night before there also 
•occurred what was known as the "ball 
play dance." 


Prior to the game each Indian was 


provided with two instruments which 
resembled our tennis rackets of today. 
The judges threw the ball in the air. 
and immediately hundreds of Indian* 


they contain less deleterious constitu- 
ents than the dark meats and i.hat 
therefore they are better suited for tho 
nourishment of sick people 4n general, 
rnd for those suffering from gout, uric 
ucld diathesis and certain forms of kid- 
ney disease In particular.

qf careful analyses which do not agree 
•« ith those of the older analyses. They 
show some of the fallacies of previous 
investigators and come to the conclu- 
sion tliat, while the white meats of 
poultry, fish, etc., no In certain cases 
contain less nitrogenous and extractive 
materials, the average amount does not 
differ greatly enough In the white and 
dark'meats to make either preferable. 


In concluding their article they state 


that if it is desirable to limit the 
amount of these deleterious food con- 
stituents we may accomplish the result 
much more certainly by limiting the 
amount of meat taken rather than by 
forbidding dark meats. 


It is a well known fact -that almost 


all the food materials contain a propor- 
tion of waste matter, and this Is de- 
sirable; most foods also contain con- 
stituents which In large quantities are 
deleterious, but in smaller quantities 
may be beneficial. The extractives of 
moat, among the more important of 
which are lactic acid, butyric acid, 
acetic acid, etc., aie by no means harm 
ful If taken In small quantities, as is or- 
dinarily the case, and the same Is true 
of the nitrogenous constituents. 


There can be little doubt, however, 


that these constituents do have a bad 
effect among certain people who oat; 
large quantities of moat, and this 
IB without question more prevalent in 
America than In almost any other part 
of the world. It arises from the (f.i^'t 
tlmt the meat supply is comparatively 
large with us, and the people are rela- 
tivelj prosperous and can afford to bi.v 
larger amounts of meat than people of 
most other nations. 


Three heavy meat meals In a day is 


nothing unusual among certain clabsi-« 
of people, and on nearly all of the bills 
rf fare of loading restaurants and ho- 
tels the list of meats is as great or 
greater than that of vegetables. 
AVe 


would not decry the use of a reason- 
able amount of moat, but bellove that 
disorders arising from uric acid ilia- 
thesis would be less frequent if •HO. 
were accustomed to use the meats le-.s 
freely.—Philadelphia Medical Kecord.

;'See this curiously shaped instru- 


ment '!" said a dealer in horse goods to 
8. reporter. "Well, it is called a dock- 
lag knife, though it is very much un- 
like a kulfe in shape.' 


The dealer held ip an instrument 


with strong wooden handles, about 10 
inches in length and working on the 
leverage principle, not unlike a large 
pruning knife. 
In the lower handle 


was a coneavtid spa--e about the,«ize of 
a coHee cup cut in a cross section, into 
which projected, wh<»a the instrument 
was closed, a convex steel blade with a 
very sharp edge. 


With the handles extended the blade 


leaves the hollowed but space in the 
lower handlo. This fits under the tail 
of the horse' Snugly. The blade, which 
is raised several inches above the top 
of the animal's tail, 1s then brought 
down sharp on the upper surface of 
the tail at some point between the ver- 
tebra bones, and with a quick, hard 
pressure of the extended handles of the 
knife the joints of the vertebra are 
lopped off as the limb of a tree between 
the sharp edges of the gardener's prun- 
ing knife. 


The operation Is, of course, extremely 


painful, especially as most horses are 
docked when they have attained full 
growth, the tall being simply the elon- 
gation of the animal's backbone. To 
the bleeding stump is applied the end 
of a redhot iron to cauterize the wound 
or, as horsemen say, "to stop the flow 
of blood." The excruciating suffering 
of the animal during and following the 
amputation and the infliction of addi- 
tional pain by the application of the 
redhot Iron to the raw surfaces of the 
lacerated bone can best be imagined. 


"Dealers in horse good's and horse- 


men do not maintain these practices, 
however. It is 'the style,' and as long 
as it Is such the hprsc must be the tin- 
happy victim of man's cruelty, because 
the fashion is Implacable. If society 
nil over the laud should agree as a 
unit that from a certain date it would 
ho 'fashionable' 
to drive carriage 


horses without docked tails, high cbeclv- 
rcins and tnurderous curb bits, then 
the mllennlum in the horso world will 
have come. But society will do noth- 
ing of the kind, 


"Docked tails, curb bits, high heads 


and stiff checkrelns, curved necks by 
reason of these curb bits, and clanking 
chains have been in vogue for so long, 
and the people are so used to having 
such a combination as the acme of 
horse fashion, and the onlookers from 
the sidewalk have envied these equip- 
ages for so long, that the style has be- 
come a recognized part of society's get 
up. The horse doesn't enter into the 
matter. 


"If one state has a law against dock- 


Ing, the 
adjoining state probably 


has not. Horses may be operated upon 
In the latter and shipped Into the for- 
'mer. The only way occurring to me by 
which a positive stop might bo put to 
the practice, since the people.them- 
selves refuse to take the initiative, 
would be to make It a misdemeanor tc 
have a docked horse' in one's posses- 
sidn. Th'l^' Arcadian' epoch, however, 
will' ne VeSt* be Reached. 


"It is common to find horses whose 


tongues arc grooved with a deep cut, 
hard and callous by years of constant 
pressure of the curb bit. A horse's 
tongue is soft and smooth; it is not 
rough as a cow's, and It is very sensi- 
tive. The torture of a high checkrein 
and a double curl) bit, with the reins 
'In the Ibwer'ring, must be very great. 
This is the reason why a horse

Rifle B»rrel«. 


A rifle berrel held In a vise will not 


nhoot accurately. £he passage of a 
bullet through the bore expands the 
barrel, which Is to a certain degree 
Elastic. The expansion and return to 
normal status are 5n undulating curves. 
The pressure of the vise interrupts the 
curves, chokes the barrel at the point 
of pressure and probably deforma the 
bullet in its cross section. To test n 
rifle rest the barrel near the muzzle 
upon a bag filled \vlth sand. The spring 
of- the barrel frdra the r£st will cause 
It to shoot one'point-hlgher than when 
held offjinnd, an error that all riflemen 
understand.

When the accuuiu 
latlou of statistics for a whole si-Sbiou 
IB bound up In a fat book In the chron 
ologlcal order of their approval by the 
president, how Is any one to dig out 
the details that the secretary of the 
treasury and the secretary of the in- 
terior must know? 


This is the work of digest clerks and 


Indexers. who take each ehactmont 
and cut it Into hits. One hit in the leg- 
islative appropriation act, another Iu 
the sundry civil act, n third in an ur- 
gent deficiency act. a fourth in a gen- 
eral deficiency act and a llfth perhaps 
in a special statute, all relate to one 
subject and belong together. 
Each 


fcuhject has Its proper place under ono 
of the broad heads, legislative, execu- 
tive or judicial, and again under one 
of the subcategorles as pertaining to 
the senate or the department of the In- 
terior or the circuit court of appeals or 
what not. 
When, therefore, all the 


fragments of legislation for a session 
are shifted about and regrouped ac- 
cording to topics and tbe topics arrang- 
ed in their normal order, we have a 
very simple but effective digest for ref- 
erence on any subject touched by con- 
gress. 


With a pretty exhaustive index add- 


ed we can do either of two things- 
consult the Index for the specific title 
of a certain subject or search the body 
of the book for the subject itself, in Its 
place in a certain invariable order of 
topical sequence. For example, if we 
wish to ascertain how much It has cost 
to light tbe New York postofflce build- 
ing for a certain year, we may either 
look in the index under "New York" 
or we may turn in the digest Itself to 
the executive branch of the govern- 
ment, there find the appropriations for 
the treasury and In the group of public 
buildings under treasury jurisdiction 
follow the paragraphs down till we 
come to the particular building in 
which we are interested. 


So much for the convenience of the 


officers charged by law with such and 
siicli duties. With the orderly distri- 
bution of functions between the sev- 
eral bureaus and divisions of each de- 
partment there Is no difficulty in each 
functionary's learning front the dlgost 
Just what he is to do and usually how 
he is to do It. 


But what shall keep congress remind- 


ed of the reports and recommendations 
which It has ordered all these persons 
to prepare? Herd comes another mem- 
orizing device. A standing rule of the 
bouse of representatives requires tbe

world have narrowly escaped destruc- 
tion, the 'MSneld" of Virgil, the works 
of Aristotle and the great body of Jew- 
ish tradition represented by the Tal- 
mud. 


It Is recorded that Virgil on his 


deathbed sought to burn the only copy 
of the "jEneid," as he had not revised 
It, and when be was foiled in this he 
ordered his executors. Varro and Tuc- 
ca, not to give it to the world, a direc- 
tion which was disregarded by order 
of the Kmperor Augustus. 


The works of Aristotle suffered from 


neglect They lay many years buried 
In a cellar, and when, by mere acci- 
dent, they were at last unearthed, they 
were so damaged by damp and dirt 
that in luuny passages they are hope- 
lessly corrupt. How great would have 
been the loss of this work to the hu- 
man race may be judged from the fact 
that everything that was known In the 
middle ages of the arts and sciences 
was derived directly from these writ- 
ings. 


The Talmud nearly became extinct 


through 
persecution. 
The 
posses- 


sion of the Talmud, by a long series 
of edicts extending over many cen- 
turies, was made penal, and the book 
itself was burned. No fewer than 24 
wagon loads of Talmud manuscript 
were burned In France in 1244.—-Stray 
Stories.
